The purpose of the tester is to as­ 


certain the am ount of surplus m oist­ 


ure in w hole grain as w ell as flour. As 


this grain is m anufactured into food 


it is necessary to grade it. The poor­ 


est can he u ed for a different purpose 


than the better quality, w hich is used 


for food. 


There are six grad*s of corn and all 


corn aside from these grades is called 


sample, or corn of r.o grade. In grad­ 


ing corn, ail depends upon amount or 


m oisture it contains. B y 'he use 
of 


this te ter it is an inexpensive and ac­ 


curate wav of ascertaining the m oist­ 


ure* the grain contains. 


The tester cor,A. is of four depart­ 


ments, each furnished with an alcohol 


lamp. W here much business is carried 


on there arc* more d< partiuents.
